OTTAWA, Nov, 6.— Immediate 
steps looking toward purchase in 
United States of a portion of the.

for the Empire air training 


schools in Canada are expected 
by observers here as s result of 
removal of the U.S. arms embargo. 


In the absence of any official 
statement, extent to which aircraft 
will be required for the training 
scheme is a matter for speculation. 
But it has been estimated at least 
300 machines of various types will 
be immediately necessary for the 
initial effort, 


START FORMAL TALKS 


The British air mission, with 
representatives from Australia and 
New Zealand and under chairman- 
ship of Lord Riverdale, will open 
forma] discussions with the Domin- 
ion government on an agreement 
whereby airmen from all four 
countries will receive their ad- 
vanced training here. 

“Everything is going very nicely; 
we are well pleased with our pro- 
gress,” said Lord Riverdale last 
night, 

He said nothing was settled about 
purchase of aircraft for the training 
scheme and would not discuss poss- 
ibility of obtaining them in United 
States, 

Schools will be set up all across 
Canada and airmen who have re- 
ceived their preliminary training 
at home, will come here for 
advanced training in preparation 
for active service and some esti- 
mates place the inticipated output 
at 25,000 airmen a year. 

A quickening of developments in 
Canada’s whole economic war effort 
is expected to follow closely upon 
action of the U.S, congress which 
throws open the resources of that 
country to belligerents in a position 
to pay ¢ash and carry the goods 
away, 


IMMEDIATE ORDERS 

It is believed immediate orders 
will be placed for airplanes and 
parts, and that a purchasing mission.

GREEK STEAMER 
IS SUNK SUNDAY 
BY EXPLOSIONS 


LONDON, Nov, 6.—The sinking 
of the 5,295-ton Greek freighter 
Nicolaos M. Embiricos in the Eng- 
lish channel following two expos- 
ions was disclosed here Sunday 
with rescue of the crew of 27, She 
was carrying grain from Galveston, 
Texas, to Antwerp. 

One lifeboat containing the cap- 
tain and 14 members of the crew 
reached a lightship. The 12 others 
in a second boat were picked up 
by a Netherlands steamship, Cause 
of the explosions was not ascer- 
tained, 

Prior to that sinking. the latest 
ships to go to the bottom were the 
11,108-Ton Danish passenger liner 
Canaea and the Norwegian freighter 
Sig, 1,342 tons.

U.S. PLANNING 
BILLION-DOLLAR

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 — The 
United States Congress will be ask- 
ed in January to authorize a new 
$1,300,000,000 naval expansion pro- 
gram calling for 95 additional war- 
ships and about 2,400 more air- 
planes. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem., Georgia) 
of the house naval committee Satur- 
day explained the program provid- 
ed for a 25 per cent increase in navy 
tonnage. The program calls for 
construction of three aircraft car- 
riers, eight cruisers, 52 destroyers, 
32 submarines and 31 auxiliary ves- 
els—a total of 126 new combatant 
and non-combatant ships. 

In addition to the new airplanes, 
the authorization would provide for

B.C. Man Dies Of Injuries 
—Two School Teachers 
Believed Drowned 


NELSON, B.C., Nov. 6—Alfred 
Heath Sweeney of nearby Castle- 
gar suffered fatal injuries and 
two women companions were be- 
lieved to have drowned when his 
automobile plunged over a bank 
into the Kootenay river near 
Brilliant last night. 

Sweeney died in hospital here 
shortly after the accident occurred. 
Information available here said 
Clara Stewart of Vancouver and 
Helen Lentsmen of Barons, Alta., 
teachers in rural Doukhobor schools 
in this district, were trapped when 
the automobile dropped into eight 
feet of water. 


TWO ESCAPE INJURY 

Police said Sweeney was found 
on the river bank, his clothes dry, 
soon after the accident. 

The survivors told police the 
accident occurred while the car 
was backing to negotiate a diffi- 
cult curve leading to a bridge. 
The river bank was 150 feet high 
at the point and observers from 
the road could see the auto lights 
burning through the water sev- 
eral hours later. 

Sweeney died while being rushed 
to the Nelson hospital by Constable 
John Henry of the British Colum- 
bia police. He had been found half- 
way down the bank by three men 
who made their way to him after 
reaching the scene, 


FATE IS UNKNOWN 

Police said Sweeney, a Castle- 
gar hotel employee, had met the 
teachers at a bus stop when they 
returned from a week-end in Nel- 
son and was taking them to a 
house where they planned to pick 
up Wilma Milne, another teacher. 

A Trail wrecking car went to the 
scene late last night, but at that 
time it was not known whether the 
missing teachers were still in the 
car or whether they had been swept 
down the river.

No Distinction Made 


The city has been informed that no 
distinction is made by Dominion relief 
authorities between employable and unem- 
ployable persons, the federal treasury 
contributing dollar for dollar with each 
province toward the cost of supporting all 
who are in neécessitous circumstances. 

What this means is that federal, pro- 
vincial and municipal authorities have 
not yet got around to drawing the line 
between those on relief lists who are 
employable and those who are not. There 
are several reasons why this line should 
be drawn. One is that the volume of un- 
employment is exaggerated when relief 
figures are cited to show its proportions, 
since a good many of those on the lists 
could not be employed in the busiest times. 

Meanwhile, no such distinction having 
been agreed upon, the city is urging its 
claim that the provincial treasury send 
along the $11,000 held back from the 
relief contributions for June and July. 
The point is more important than the 
figures indicate, because so far as known 
no action is being taken to segregate un- 
employables from employables and 
under this ruling a corresponding deduc- 
tion might be expected from future con- 
tributions from the governmental treas- 
uries, 


Admitting the Fact 


What official Berlin thinks about the 
action of Congress in lifting the embargo 
is neither very important nor at all sur- 
prising. The Nazi headmen are mad about 
it, and if they are trying to conceal the 
fact they are not succeeding at all. Early 
semi-official comment is in line with the 
advance notices of what it would be, and 
predicts a characteristic outpouring of 
incoherent abuse once the accredited 
spokesmen and bossed newspapers get 
their vocabularies loosened up. 

The main line of “argument” is in- 
teresting, as a fresh out-cropping of the 
idea that the Nazi interests should take 
precedence over other considerations 
when any country shapes its national 
policies. The claim simply is that, since 
Germany is not in as good position to buy 
U.S. munitions, the Allies should not be 
allowed to buy. To sell,to them in these 
circumstances is said to be unneutral, an 
act of partiality, and liable to “lead the 
United States into war.” 

The sufficient test of this claim is to 
ask when Germany refused to sell any- 
thing to one country because some other 
country could not buy. 

The one possibly important feature of 
the outburst is the admission that because 
the embargo has been lifted the Allies 
will be better able to protect themselves 
and the common rights of nations. Once 
that admitted fact gets home to the minds 
of the masses in Germany it is liable to 
cause trouble for the war-makers. 


Credit Due to Finland 


Whatever may come of the protracted 
negotiations between Russia and Finland, 
the fact that they have been prolonged is 
jn itself important. Either the Moscow 
demands were less drastic than those im- 
posed upon the three smaller Baltic 
states, or Finnish resistance has been 
stiffer, That Russia, with an army 
massed on the border, has not translated 
threat into force, is some measure of as- 
surance that Stalin does not plan to resort 
to war to promote his expansion policy. 

Meanwhile, at the other end of the 
continent, the Balkan states have been 
quite plainly recovering from the jitters 
and developing a firmer intention to as- 
sert and defend their .national rights 
against encroachment—by either the 
Nazis or the Soviet Union. Turkey gave 
them the lead when it refused to close the 
Dardanelles to all but Russian warships 
and thus make the Black Sea a closed 
area, The example stimulated Balkan in- 
dependence, while the action gave the little 
nations a fighting chance to protect them- 
selves by united action should any of them 
be assailed. 

By no conceivable line of reasoning can 
Mussolini be supposed to be indifferent to 
the threat of Russian aggression in this 

_ area. He assuredly could not help Russia 
extend its power and influence over Italy's 
neighbors there, and it is scarcely less 
imaginable that he could stand idle while 
it did so. Old associations to the contrary, 
Italy's security demands that should a 
showdown come, Il Duce will take sides 
with the Balkan countries against 


molestation from Herr Hitler's new econ- 
omic partner. 

In risking attack while it held out for 
its own rights to sovereignty, Finland 
has also hampered any sudden move on 
the part of Stalin to dismember Rumania 
—as seemed imminent two weeks ago, and 
given time for Balkan resistance to crys- 
tallize against aggression in that penin- 
sula. The prospect of peace and the 
Status quo in that corner of Europe is ac- 
cordingly better than it was. 


The Cruise of the Flint 


Another chapter in the adventurous 
voyaging of the City of Flint in European 
waters and international politics closed 
suddenly when the ship put into the Nor- 
wegian harbor of Haugesund. There the 
cruise from Murmansk to Hamburg came 
to a sudden end on order of the Norwegian 
authorities backed by a couple of gun- 
boats, the Nazi prize crew were sent to an 


internment camp, and the vessel was re- . 


leased to her American skipper and his 
jubilant seamen—who had _ remained 
aboard, whether because they had to or 
because they refused to quit their ship. 

Ignoring the serious consequences 
which may follow, this is the prize joke of 
the war up to date. All down the coast 
the Nazi commander had kept to terri- 
torial waters, observantly followed by 
the Norwegian warships, without inter- 
ference so long as he kept going. But when 
he steered his prize into port the Nor- 
wegian officials took the action they were 
required to take by international law, and 
which the Soviet officials at Murmansk 
should have taken. Hats off to Norway for 
asserting its right to maintain neutrality, 
at the risk of incurring the vengeance of 
the furious Fuehrer! 

The future course of the Flint is for 


* Captain Gainard to chart. As skipper of 


a neutral ship in a neutral port, he may 
stay there as long as he wants to, or sail 
when he is ready. As his cargo is consign- 
ed to Great Britain there will no doubt 
be cruisers at hand to convoy him if and 
when he chooses to resume his much-in- 
terrupted journey thither. : 

The political reactions, if any, are for 
Rerlin to decide. Mr. Cordell Hull has no 
further worries in the matter at present; 
the crew are safe and in possession of 
their ship. The question is, what will 
Germany do about it, other than trying to 
sink the Flint when opportunity offers? 

Will the Nazis flaunt Washington by 
avenging themselves on Norway for hav- 
ing kept international law, and thereby 
freed a crew of American seamen from 
virtual captivity and restored a United 
States ship to its owners?

The Passing Show 


By J. Ss. COWPER 


Scientific knowledge advances through the 
ages, but do we know any more about the heart 
of man and the meaning of life than did the an- 
cients? I doubt it. I've been reading some of the 
fragments left by Epicurus to mankind from the 
300 volumes he is said to have written. Only 

fragments from his 37 vol- 
A GENTLEMAN umes on Nature suryive, but 
OF LONG AGO from them and the testimony 

of his contemporaries it's 
clear that this Greek philosopher who lived three 
centuries before Christ was a rare soul for any- 
one to know, ‘ 

Changing meaning of words and clerical hos- 
tility to pleasure as the purpose of life have 
given a dictionary meaning to epicureanism quite 
foreign to the teachings of Epicurus, Instead of 
“a gourmand, a glutton, a sensualist,” the true 
epicure is one who practices virtue as the highest 
good so that mental satisfaction flows from his 
works. 

When Hamlet throws off the restraining arms 
of his companions Rosencrans and Guilderstern 
that he may follow the ghost of his father, say- 
ing: “Uhhand me gentlemen. By Heaven, I'll 
make a ghost of him who lets me,” it’s quite ap- 
parent that the verb “lets” has reversed its 
meaning since Elizabethan days. 

Margaret Ernst in her recently published “In 
a Word” gives some unusual etymologies. The 
word “harlot,” for instance, since the King James 
version of the English Bible was written had had 
one very precise meaning. At one time it re- 
ferred to a young man given in knavery. The 
word was entirely masculine, from the old 
French “arlot’—a lady—Chaucer wrote: “He 
(Somonour) was a gentil harlot and a kynde. A 
better felawe sholde men noght fynde.” 

Far from a glutton was Epicurus; he and his 
friends lived a simple, frugal life, content often 
with bread and water. A scrap of letter to a 
friend says “Send me some preserved cheese, 80 
that when I feel the wish I shall be able to make 
a feast.” 

* * * 


But back to the teaching of Epicurus. Said 
he: “Self-sufficiency is the greatest of all riches.” 
His pursuit of pleasure meant that before em- 
barking upon some course of conduct, he and his 
pupils reflected upon the probable sequence of 
effects that would follow. “Our goal,” he said, 
“is to procure the wellbeing 
of the body and to maintain 
the soul from disturbance; 
these are the conditions of a 
life of blessedness such as the gods lead.” You'd 
hardly expect a disciple of Epicurus to gorge 
himself to sleepiessness or waken to a champagne 
headache. 

As an apostle of human friendship, Epicurus 
still speaks the thought for today. Said he, 
“Without friendship it is not possible for us to 
have solid and enduring pleasure, and we can- 
not conserve friendship unless we love our 
friends as we love ourselves. This we do in 
friendship and therefore friendship is bound up 
with pleasure.” ‘ 

_No wonder Plutarch reports, “It is marvellous 
how Epicurus’s brothers loved him.” Walking 
alone to lunch today and scanning in vain for an 
acquaintance I thought of the words of Epicurus 
—they might well be made into a motto for ser- 
vice club luncheons—“We ought to look round 
for people to eat and drink with before we look 
for something to eat and drink. ... To eat with- 
out a friend is the life of a beast.” 

The friendly adjuration rings down 23 cen- 
turies of Time, as if uttered but a few minutes 
before,

The Unholy Alliance 


Recall that the Nazi dictator wrote in “Mein 
Kampf” that the outcome of a treaty with 
Russia would be the end of Germany. 


Recall also how he distrusted the present 
tulers of the Soviet. Remember his warning to 
Germany: “We must never forget that the 
Tegents of present-day Russia are common, 
blood-stained criminals; that here is the scum of 
humanity, which, favored by conditions in a 
tragic hour, overran a great State, butchered and 
rooted out millions of its leading intellects with 
savage blood-thirstiness and for nearly ten years 
has exercised the most frightful regime of 
tyranny for all time.” 

With slight amendments this is not a bad 
description of himself and the barbarians who 
are his “yes men.” The Russian rulers, he went 
on, belong to a nation which “combines a rare 
mixture of bestial horror with an inconceivable 
gift of lying, and today, more than ever before, 
believés itself called upon to impose its bloody 
oppression on the whole world.” 

It ig still Adolf Hitler speaking and still 
speaking, not about the Nazis who slaughtered 
and raped Poland, but about his new-found 
friends in the Soviet Republics. 

* “How shali our own nation be freed from 
the chains of this poisonous embrace,” he asked, 
“if we hand ourselves over to it?” And “how 
reveal bolshevism to the individual German 
worker as an accursed crime against humanity 
if we ally ourselves with the organizations of this 
spawn of hell (bolshevism) and thereby recog- 
nize it as a whole?” (Page 961 of “Mein 
Kampf.”)—Toronto Globe and Mail. 


A War of Ideas 


The world seems to be rapidly dividing into 
two opposing groups, those who believe in the 
democratic way of life and those who believe in 
the totalitarian way. Behind those two opposing 
beliefs lie two conflicting ideas concerning man 
and his nature. One group believes that “Man 
does not live by bread alone.” The other be- 
lieves that he does. One sees man as a Spiritual 
being and the other denies the whole spiritual 
background of life and looks upon it as of 
entirely material origin. 

Both Naziism and Communism look at life 
from a purely materialistic basis. Human beings 
are mere pawns in the economic game. Life is a 
matter of mechanics and a perfect society is a 
perfect machine designed and made by a little 
coterie of supermen who call themselves the 
State. Individuals are mere cogs in that machine. 
If individuals or groups of individuals do not fit 
into the society devised, then the State must step 
in and, with the impersonality of a surgeon 
wielding his knife, excise them from the body 
politic. They call it “liquidating” or “purging.” 
But it has not been done with the cold imperson- 
ality of a surgeon, It has been done rather with 
the deliberate cruelty of a gangster exercising 
his sadistic power and impulse. It is doubtful if 
any blacker pages of history have been written 
than those of the last few years which have seen 
the doctrines of materialism taking shape of 
totalitarism States with their claim to absolute 
control over the entire life of the individual. Any 
systeni which begins successfully to se man as 
a means rather than as an end becomes a Jugger- 
naut crushing out of life all human freedom end 
value. 

The fundamental error of these systems is 
their denial of the truth that, “man does not 
live by bread alone.” His origin is more than 
biological and his needs are more than material. 
He cherishes ideals and visions and, time and 
again, he hag chosen his ideals and visions in 
preference to bread. Such men do not dream 
of a world of static perfection, but of an evolv- 
ing, expanding world in which human person- 
ality is attaining ever new reaches of freedom 
and fulfilment. As regards the State and all 
other institutions, they assert the great principle 
laid down 1900 years ago in the words, “The 
Sabbath was made for man, and not man for 
the Sabbath.” In the days when those words 
were spoken religion had made ritual require- 
ment take precedence over human need. As a 
result, religion had become soulless and : 
human. Likewise, when the State becomes 
absolute, it becomes merciless and intolerant.— 
Halifax Chronicle.

For the past two months, this 
vast portion has again been flood- 
ed. A real famine for three quart- 
ers of our vicariate has thereby re- 
sulted: 

“One millicn and a half of poor 
unfortunates who have nothing.” 

He who has not witnessed the 
suffering and despair caused by 
femine can hardly understand the 
meaning of these words “to have 
absolutely nothing to eat... Noth- 
ing for one’s self . Nothing for 
the children. ... nothing... noth- 
ing! - 
Knowing that they wili not find 


help in any other place (for it's the | 


same misery for 150 miles around) 
they come to us. Daily, many fam- 
ilies, both Christian and pagans, 


Alas! the floods of Tientsin have 
| nearly suppressed our meagre Mis- 
sion revenues, while the European 
| war has taken away all hope of 
|help from this side. Still, we must 
not give to the pagans the occasion 
to say, “The Christians who are ale 
| ways speaking on charity, let the 
| people die of hunger”! 

What are we going to do! ,.. We 
turn towards you, our brothers of 
America, imploring you to have 
pity on such a distress, which will 
be really hopeless without your

The patient with heart trouble 
naturally wants to know what is 
going to happen to him. And mod- 
ern medical science has a very 
hopeful answer, as I shall explain 
in the latter part of this article. 

Most heart disorders develop as 
the result of: First, infections such 
as rheumatic fever and syphilis; 
second, disturbances of the thyroid 
gland; and third, high blood pres- 
sure with its attendant hardening 
of the arteries. The arterial change 
may affect the coronary arteries in 
such a manner as to cause them to 
become so narrow as to be unable 
to supply the heart itself with 
enough blood. 

In addition, such general causes as 
strain and continuous responsibility, 
late hours, and irregular meals seem 
to act as predisposing causes. 

Enlargement of the heart seems 
to be the important factor in esti- 
mating how serious the outlook is 
for the patient. Without such en- 
largement, the patient is in very lit- 
tle danger of dropping dead from 
heart failure. Many’a patient with 
a valvular murmur has lived in 
terror of dying, when the heart was 
otherwise sound, and when in 
actuality he had as good a chance 
of living to a ripe old age as anyone 
else 

How much the heart is enlarged, 
how well it is able to carry on its 
work, how great a reserve power 
it has, and whether the patient de- 
velops shortness of breath upon 
slight exertion, are valuable sign- 
posts in estimating the gravity of 
the situation. For example, it has 
been estimated that an individual 
with a heart trouble with little or 
No enlargement and with only 
slight shortness of breath. hes an 
excellent chance of living a good 10 
years. 

Because of the great strength and 
toughness of the heart itself, and 
because Nature will keep working 
to repair the damage, many cases 
have been known in which complete 


recovery occurred, with the result 
the patients were “cured” and the 
heart symptoms disappeared. In 
many other cases, enough improve- 
ment has taken place for patients 
to enjoy good health and to carry 
on their ordinary activities for many 
years afterward. 


This change !n the attitude to- 
ward heart disease is one of the 
important developments in modern 
medical science. While at one time 
it was believed that any person with 
a damaged heart was doomed to a 
life of inactivity, and a short life 
at that, there has been a tremendous 
change in belief. At the present 
time, it is a well recognized fact 
that a great many persons with 
heart disease are well able to live 
long and active lives. From the 
previous attitude of gloom, there has 
been a realization that many 
| patients with heart troubles do get 
well; or if they can not recover com- 
pletely, with common sense and 
good care, they will become well 
enough to be moderately active and 
may have a good chance to go on 
for quite some time.
